This particular copy, its brown 
morocco pitifully faded, bears on its 
title page the inscription, "Cooker's 
Arithmetic^ Perused and Published by 
John Hawkins by the Author’s Correct 
Copy.” 
It Contains what purports to 
be a portrait of “Ingenious Cooker.” 
Experts, however, shako their heads 
over the authenticity of tills wrork of | 
art. There are many engraved portraits 
of the epoch, but there w’as only one 
Cocker. The British museum copy lins 
no portrait, and there is too much rea­ 
son to fear that this embellishment was 
added by some ingenious owner of an 
earlier century. Cocker died in 16TB. 
Tins rare relic of the past bears date 
lt>78.—Liverpool Post.

I saw flu* other day amid the treas­ 
ures of a private collector a copy of the 
first edition of Cocker’s immortal work 
on arithm etic, published by T. Passen­ 
ger at tile Three Bibles on London 
bridge. 
Only two, or at least three, 
perfect copies are known to th e book 
collector. 
One is in the British m u­ 
seum. This particular copy, ifs brown 
morocco pitifully faded, bears on it* 
title page the inscription, “Cocker’s 
Arithm etick. Perused and Published by 
John H aw kins by tile Author’s Correct 
Copy.’’ 
It Contains w hat purports to 
be n portrait of “Ingenious Corker." 
Experts, however, shake their heads 
over tile authenticity of tills work of 
art. There ure many engraved portraits 
of the epoch, hut there w h s only one 
Cocker. The British museum copy has 
no portrait, and there is too much rea­ 
son to fear th at this embellishment w as 
added by some ingenious owner of an 
earlier century. Cocker died in MTS, 
This rare relic of the past bears date
